The character of Nero is well known, that he 
Wus a prince of pant manners, of unbound- 
ed pride, ambition, drunkenneſs, luxury, guilty 
of all manner of debauchery, yea, of ſodomy and 
inceſt, Which he attempted to commit with his 
owri mother: But cruelty was his minant. 
He diſpatched moſt part of the ſenate, put to death 
his own tutor Seneca, Lucan the poet, and many 
Others; ny violated the laws of nature, being 

privy to, if not guilty of the death of his Reps 
_ ther Claudius: He killed his two wives, Oftavis 
and Poppza, poiſoned his brother Britannicus, 
ſent an aſſaſſin to diſpatch his mother Agrippina 
and to complete 2 the Chriſtians. 
But I am only now to conſider what happened to 
the Jews in his reign. ; nee FS ien 
In the beginning thereof -, Judea was full of 
robbers and of magicians, decervers of the 
Felix apprehended many of them daily, and c 
ſed them to be put to death *.
